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ISIS remains entrenched as U.S. airstrikes continue

Despite six weeks of airstrikes 
from United States forces, the 
Islamic State in Iraq and Syria 
remain firmly entrenched in 
their attempt to establish a 
caliphate across the Middle 
East, according to The New 
York Times, 

The group, more commonly 
known as ISIS, continues to 
bold 10 Iraqi cities, including 
Fallujah, Tikr it and Mosul. 
ISIS forces are reported to be 
nearing Baghdad, in an attempt 
to capture the capital of Iraq. 

President Barack Obama 
agreed to begin "targeted 
airstirkes" against the group in 
August. 

On Friday, Sept. 19, he said in 
a nationally televised broadcast 
from Washington, D.C., that he 
does not plan to deploy ground 
forces for the time being. 

'‘Tie American troops 
deployed to Iraq do not and will 
not have a combat mission,' 
President Obama said. 

"Their mission is to advise 
and assist our partners on the 
ground, ... We can destroy 
[ISIS] without having our 


troops tight another ground war 
in the Middle East." 

"The following day, during 
his weekly address, Obama 


expanded on his reasoning for 
his unwillingness to commit 
ground forces. 

"I wont commit our troops to 


fighting another ground war in 
Iraq, or in Syria, said Obama, 
"Its more effective to use our 
capabilities to help partners on 


the ground secure their own 
country’s futures.” 

"The United States Congress 
has approved President 
Obama's plan to enlist and train 
Syrian rebels for assistance in 
the operation. 

The primary goal of ISIS is to 
create a Sunni Islamic state in 
Iraq and Syria,ignoring national 
borders and establishing Sharia 
law 

Initially a splinter group of 
al-Qaeda, ISIS has gained 
international notoriety in recent 
weeks following their release of 
a video depicting the apparent 
beheading of missing American 
journalist James Foley. 

Tie group has thus far released 
two other such videos featuring 
Steven Sotloff, another 
American journalist, and David 
Haines, a British aid worker. 

Tic Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) announced on 
Sept. 11 that ISIS may comprise 
three times as many soldiers as 
previously estimated. Tic group 
is now reported to have between 
20,000 and 30,000 members 
across Iraq and Syria, in contrast 
to the 10,000 that was initially 
reported.

"The Travel Study programs 
for this academic year include 
domestic trips to Washington, 
D.C.; Seattle, Washington;

Ecuador, Guatemala, Italy, 
Par is/Norm andy, Lond o n/ 

Paris, Belize, Spain/Portugal, 


Germany,Japan and the Czech 
Republic. The Travel Study 
programs run continuously 
from August 2014 through Julv 
2015. 

"Travel study has an academic 
credit component attached to 
icy' said Lome Jackson, Travel 
Studv Coordinator. "So all 
the professors organize their 
program based on their own 
syllabus, so not one or two arc 
ever going to be the same." 

Payment for Travel Study 
trips are often an issue for some 


students. Fortunately, there arc 
several ways students can help 
defray some of the excuses. For 
example, students may apply 
for the Student Government 
Scholarship, sponsored by 
die Student Government 
Association. The basic 
qualifications for receiving this 
scholarship are being a full-time 
UTM student in good academic 
standing. In addition, students 
may opt to use money from their 
refund checks in order to pay 
forward to the travel study trip. 


“1 think the benefits can be 
huge depending on what vour 
future endeavors arc, because 
[travel study] has become such 
a global business," said Mike 
Sudzum,

UTM student 
works to help 
orphans 
in Nepal

Reaching out to local 
communities ls one thing, but 
putting; local taccs on a global 
scale lor humanitarian work is 
an endeavor all its own. One 
UTM student is making this 
mission possible. 

Junior psychology major 
John Sellers, with the help of 
the University of Tennessee 
at Martin, is launching a 
humanitarian program known 
as Letters in Motion. The 
program sends letters ol hope 
to orphans in Nepal and builds 
oiphanages there with the help 
of three missionary families. 
The will then help rescue at-risk 
children between the ages of 
three and eight before they are 
thrust into poverty or subj ect to 
human trafficking, 

The program is scheduled to 
begin in June 2015, Funding the 
trip will require raising 33,000 
per student along with 315,000 
tor technical equipment. Sellers 
has already raised S10.000, and 
five of bis missionaries have also 
raised a significant amount thus 
t ar on an individual basis. 

Sellers and bis team will 
release two promotional videos 
to raise awareness for the 
foreign aid, One video will be 
of the students who write the 
letters and will showcase the 
entire sequence of mailing a 
single letter, then handing it 
to a child in Nepal. Tire second 
video is still in the concept stage, 
although it will also promote 
the project. 

Multiple student 

organisations have agreed 
to support the project. For 
example, both the UTM Baptist 
Christian Ministry' and the Pi 
Kappa Alpha fraternity will be 
helping to raise awareness. 

Letters in Motion will also 
be putting together three 
film presentations for eaeh 
missionary family to help those 
families raise money for the 
project. One of the missionary 
families, the Robidcaus, moved 
to Nepal in 2011. Husband and 
father Rob Robidcau wrote and 
published six books, including 
At Home Anywhere—Six 
Proven Expat Secrets for 
Making Yourself At Home 
in Any Foreign Country. Tire 
family provides Bible studies 
tor the youth in their area. 
Robidcau is also working on a 
small gospel radio broadcast, 
Another missionary' family will 
be providing a small printing 
press in which Letters in 
Motion will be working. 

Sellers says that Letters in

Motion is a family project 
that has been going on far a 
significant amount of time. 

"The name Letters in Motion 
is new, but the work behind it 
has been going on for over 20 
years, ’said Sellers. 

In 1991, Sellers’ uncle and 
aunt, joe and Tanna Collins, 
moved to Boudha, Nepal, and 
worked as missionaries. They 
started one childrens home 
there. In 1992, Tanna was 
diagnosed with typhoid fever. 
She and the family of five then 
traveled to Thailand for better 
medical care. But the family 
would never make it borne. On 
June 31,1992, the Thai Airways 
plane they were on crashed, 
killing all 113 on board, The 
project was then taken over by 
Sellers’ grandparents and later 


by his father, Chad Sellers, 
Sellers recalls living out of a 
suitcase through his teenage 
years, as bis lather was always 
traveling to preach and raise 
money for missionary trips 
to Nepal, On the Letters 
in Motion website, Seilers 
explains that the family’s 
passion has always been serving; 
the Lord. His family traveled 
to over 30 states and reached 
out to some 250 churches. 
For the prist one and a half 
years, Scfiers’ father has been 
a visiting professor at Bishwa 
Bhasa International School 
of Languages in Kathmandu, 
Nepal, and his mother, Sandy, 
has been teaching English in 
the children's home ministry 
Sellers said that he wants to 
help keep the legacy going. His 


plan is to add another country 
to the list of mission trips each 
year, beginning with Portugal 
next year. Lie hopes to inspire 
involvement from both Bethel 
College and Union University. 

His family started this 
projects legacy, but now Sellers 
wants to reach out to UTM 
students to help with the aid. 
He actually turned down a 
job offer in photography with 
a 3-10,000 salary to instead 
remain a student at LfTM to 
help this program grow. Sellers 
is, in turn, combining bis love of 
photography with his mission 
work, He says that he wants to 
capture the raw images of the 
desperately lost peoples of Nepal 
to make people understand the 
need for foreign aid. 

“Nepal is where 1 found 


myself," said Sellers. "It is 
where I fell in love with portrait 
photography and where I 
found my passion for helping 
the Nepali people. 1 saw true 
poverty. I saw kids that were 
abandoned and left only to beg 
just to eat. Nepal is where 1 have 
to be. It’s where my heart is.” 

Letters in Motion is still 
looking for more students to 
travel as missionaries. Sellers 
wants to gather some of UTM's 
finest to better the world lor the 
Nepali people. “I want to inspire 
people to be the direct change 
in a global way," Sellers said.

Skyhawks drop conference opener 
to Eastern Kentucky, 49-24

The UT Marlin Skyhawks 
dropped their Ohio Valley 
Conference opener 49-24 to the 
Eastern Kentuekv Colonels, 

The Colonels (4-0,1-0 OVC) 
came into the matchup ranked 
#22 and seeking revenue alter 
last years loss to UTM 16- 
7. The Skyhawks (1-3, 0-1 
OVC) had trouble gaining; any 
momentum on defense, giving 
up 533 -yards ot total offense. 

"We got to gel it fixed," 
said UTM head coach Jason 
Simpson. "We've got to 
correct some things, whether 
it be different people, different 
schemes, and coach what wc 
have better. But giving up 
500 something yards, that s 
unacceptable." 

The Skyhawks started the 
game getting on the board first 
with 5:30 remaining in the first 
uarter, QuarterbackJarod Neal 
ove into the end-zone from 
1-yard out to give UTM a 7-0 
lead. The C olonels an s we red 


back, scoring twice bclore the 
end of the first quarter on a 68- 
vard run and a 14-yard run, both 
by Dy'Sbawn Mobley, 

The second quarter saw a lot of 
scoring by both teams, with the 
Skyhawks opening the second 
quarter with a 45-yard field goal 
by Jackson Redditt. Eastern 
Kentucky would score two more 
touchdowns after the field goal, 
the first coming off a 70-yard 
pass completion from Bennie 
Coney to Devin Borders. After 
recovering a UTM fumble on 
the next drive, the Colonels 
scored the second touchdown 
with a 29-yard pass from Jeff 
Glover to Dcno Montgome ry. 

Down 28-10, the Skyhawks 
answered back as Dylan Favrc 
completed a 15-yard touchdown 
pass to Corey Jordan with 8:22 
remaining in the first half UTM 
would score again with less than 
a minute until halftime, as Jarod 
Neal hit wide receiver James 
Ratliff with a 5-yard touchdown 
pass. Tie Skyhawks went to the 
locker room at halftime, trailing 
the Colonels 23-24. 


Tic Colonels controlled 
the second half, scoring three 
touchdowns in the third quarter 
off of three straight drives. The 
first came at 2:33 mark with 
Coney completing a 5-yard 
touchdown pass to Charming 
Fugate. On the next drive, 
McClain took the ball on a 
quarterback keeper and ran the 
ball in from 1-yard out. After a 
Neal interception, Mobley took 
the ball on the next play and ran 
a 75-yard touchdown before the 
end of the third quarter. Both 
teams could not find, the end- 
zone in the fourth quarter and 
Eastern Kentucky secured the 
win, 4y-24. 

Offensively, the Skyhawks had 
329-yards of total offense off of 
45 plays and put up 24 points in 
the first hall, In the second half, 
the Skyhawks could not find any 
offense, collecting 155-yards of 
total offense and, other than a 
missed field goal, didn’t get close 
to the end-zone. The Colonels
